Americans in China.—One of our eve-~ 
ning cotemporaries, the Commercial, has 
19 account from Canton of a very inter. 
esting interview between Mr- Forbes, the 
American Consu', acd Keying, the Impe~ 
rial Commissioner and a kinsman to the 
Emperor. with the view of obtaining per- 
mission for Mr. Cushing @ p to 
Pekin on his arrival. The place selected 
by Keying for the idterview with Mr. 
Forbes, was an elegant mansion on the 
River, a few miles above Canton, the 
country residence of Puntinqua, a weal- 
thy China-man. Mr. ForSes was accom- 
panied by Dr. Parker, (the Missionary,) 
ahd Mr- Edward <-_ Keying had with 
him Kiking, the Viceroy of the two 
Kwang Provinces (the most uoruly Prov- 
inces in the perp and Hwang and 
Hienling, associates of the commissioner. 

The Americans were conducted to the 
presence of the commissioners by two 
mandarins, and found them in the largest 
apartment of tho house; the cen'ral pors 
tion of the room was fenced in as it were 
by ranges of chairs and small Chinese te- 
vies,forming a large hollow square. With- 
in this were Keying and his associates. 
As the Americans approached Keying 
came forward and received them most 
graciously, asking the nume of each when 
presented aod shak.og them all cordially 
by the hand. His example was followed 
by the Vicery. and then Keying pointed 
seats (6 hiv Visitors near his own, taking 
care that all were seuted at the same mo- 
ment with hinself. The attendants, pet 
ty mandarians aod servants, amountin 
‘to nearly a hundred,stood about the room | 
gazing at the Americans with evident cu- 
rosity. None were seated except the 
four high officers and the guests. 

Mr. Forbes was placed at the left side 
of Keying, the Chinese post of honor, and 
between then) was a small table on which 
they both leaned. A linguist then came 
forward, knee'ed at the feet of Keyiog. 
performing the kolow, and then stood 
erect before him to interpret. Keying 
first asked concerning the health of Mr. 
Forbes. how long he nad been in China, 
if be had a pleasant passuge, and lastly 
how old he “as—this quostion, oddly 
enough, being deemed a compliment by 
the Chinese. He then told Mr. Forbes 
that his own age was 55, and that of the 
Viceroy 65. 

The object of Mr. Forbes was, first to 
present his credentials and be recognized 
as consull, aid then to fulfil his instruc- 
tions respecting the reception of Mr.Cush- 
ing ot Pekin-—the latter a delicate affair, 
which required much tact and judgment, 
and Mr. Vorbes being obliged to commu-~ 
aicate through Dr. Parker and the native 
linguist, each understanding the other's 
language imperfectly, the difficulty was 
much :ocreased. ‘lhe business confer- 
ence was opesed by the production of 
M. Forbes’s commission as consul, to 
which was attached the sigoature of the 
President, Juba Tyler. Der. Parker at 
the same time produced a Chinese trans- 
lation wf the document, which Keying 
placed upon the original and slowly read 
aloud every word,and whenever the com 
mission requested the Chinese authori» 
lies tv protect and give aid to the consul, 
he put lis hands together aad waving them 
up and down declared emphatically, as 
the Chinese linguist said, ‘truly must do 
so’; to which his associates murmured as- 
sent- Heand the Viceroy appeared to 
look with much interest upon the signa- 
ture of the President, and all the petty 
mandarios crowded round to have a sight 
of it. 

After-this servants brought litle bowls, 
made of cucoanut shells. beautifully carv- 
ed on the outside and lined with silver;
